REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach partially melting the inner wall of a test tube and then contacting the 
partially melted wall with a plurality of beads to immobilize the particles to the inner wall 
of the test tube. 

2. Wolfbeis et al. (US 4,965,087) teach partially melting a substrate to immobilize 
beads within the substrate, but teach the particles contacted with the substrate prior to a 
partial melting step. Therefore Wolfbeis et al. do not teach a step of contacting a 
partially melted substrate after partially melting the substrate.
